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SEC. 5. STUDY AND REPORT TO CONGRESS.

Not later than 1 year after the date of the enactment
of this Act, the Secretary of Labor and the Equal Employ-
ment Opportunity Commission shall jointly conduct a
study to determine the number of claims pending or filed,
in addition to cases closed, by women who may have been
adversely impacted by age diserimination as a motivating

factor in workplace diserimination or employment termi-
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nation. The Secretary of Labor and Chairman of the Com-
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mission shall jointly submit to the Congress, and make
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available to the public, a report that contains the results
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of the study, including recommendations for best practices
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to prevent and to combat gender and age diserimination
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as 1t relates to women in the workplace.
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  At the end, add the following: 
  
  5. Study and report to Congress Not later than 1 year after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Labor and the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission shall jointly conduct a study to determine the number of claims pending or filed, in addition to cases closed, by women who may have been adversely impacted by age discrimination as a motivating factor in workplace discrimination or employment termination. The Secretary of Labor and Chairman of the Commission shall jointly submit to the Congress, and make available to the public, a report that contains the results of the study, including recommendations for best practices to prevent and to combat gender and age discrimination as it relates to women in the workplace.
